CARING FOR PRIS¬ 
ONERS OF WAR 


Local Red Cross Branch Asked to 
Assume Responsibility for Lo¬ 
cal Men Held by Huns. 


The following letter has been re¬ 
ceived from Calgary headquarters by 
the secretary of the Red Cross Soci¬ 
ety, asking whether the society would 
be agreeable to doing something for 
the local bojte who are in the hands 
of the enemy: 

“Dear Miss Fair: 

“You are douhiless aware that the 
the Canadian Red Cross Society has 
made itself responsible for all Can¬ 
adian Prisoners of War and are send¬ 
ing them each month six parcels 
valued at 10 shillings and weighing 
10 pounds, which costs the society 
about $15.00 a month. 

“These men have been assigned to 
the various Provincial Brandies fpr 
adoption and we repeivgd the 

names of about 420 men whom we are 
caring for. These men have been as¬ 
signed to us at $7.60 a month, the 
rest ofjhe amount necessary for this 
purpose being paid by other Provin¬ 
ces. « 

“Among our lists we note the name 
of one man whose parents reside near 
Vulcan and we are wondering if your 
branch would care to assume the re¬ 
sponsibility of paying $7.50 a month 
toward this man’s adoption. His a^

L. Haight, who 
was captured by the Germans shortly 
after he arrived at the front.

TAX CITY AND 


RURAL PROPERTY 


This Is the Plan of Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment to Raise Pstriotic Fund. 


The Provisional Government has 
given more attention to its taxation 
bill, made necessary largely because 
the province has undertaken" the 
raising of the Patriotic Fund, than 
any other singld subject since the 
legislature was summoned. The 
trouble is manyfold, because the bill 
is one of taxation, and because it ap¬ 
plies both to city and country, and 
because it is of a temporary qature, 
lasting perhaps npt more than one 
year or two, 

It is officially reported that the gov¬ 
ernment- proposes to raise the larger 
partof the fund from a land tax, dis¬ 
tributed justly over city and rural 
property. It will also place an in¬ 
come tax of an indefinite amount 
upon what had been described as un¬ 
earned income. 

That is the present plan, but, of 
course, it may j>e changed g number

Russia has declared the state of 
war to be at an end, and has ordered 
demobilization of Rusian forces on all 
fronts, acording to a dispatch receiv¬ 
ed on Sunday. 

The dispatch'follows: "The presi¬ 
dent of the Russian delegation at to¬ 
day’s (Sunday) sitting stated that 
while Russia was desisting from 
signing a formal peace treaty, it is 
declared the state of war to be ended 
with Germany, -Austria-Hungary, 
Turkey and Bulgaria, simultaneously 
giving orders for complete demobiliz¬ 
ation of Russian forces on all fronts. 


SMALLPOX OUTBREAK LIKELY 


Unless Due Precautions id' Prevent 
Spreading Are Taken. 


Dr. C. S. Mahood, medical health 
officer for the city of Calgary, makes 
the startling statement in his month¬ 
ly report as published in the Calgary 
Albertan, that conditions are favor¬ 
able, if not indeed promising for an 
outbreak of smallpox throughout the 
province. His reason for saying this 
is that allover the province little pre¬ 
caution is being taken to prevent it. 
Children are not being vaccinated, 
cases are not being properly segre¬ 
gated and contacts are not being fol¬ 
lowed up and separated from the rest 
of the population. Quarantine is not 
observed, Dr. Muhood calls attention 
to the fact that smallpox i B a pre¬ 
ventable disease, in fact, it is much 
more easily prevented- than cured. 
The chief trouble is, tha.t people will 
not avail themselves of the harmless 
means of protection from the dis¬ 
ease-vaccination. 


VULCAN FARMER MEETS 
WITH SERIOUS ACCIDENT 


Kicked by Horse, and Rend¬ 
ered Unconscious-Saved 
Just in Time — 


What might have proved to be a 
fatal acident, had it not been for 
timely intervention, happened to Mr. 
Alfred Clayton, a farmer living about 
six miles from Hearnleigh post office, 
on Monday. 

Mr. Clayton was taking one of the 
hind shoes off a horse when it kicked 
him, knocking him unconscious, and 
throwing him beneath two other 
horses which were in the stall of the 
stable at the time. Mr. Clayton laid 
there until he was found, his rescuer 
polling Mr. Clayton up to the manger 
and backing the horses out of the 
stall. 


Dr. Brown of .Vulcan was immedi¬ 
ately sent for, and it was found that 
the injuries received by Mr. Clayton 
were fortunately not of a serious na¬ 
ture. He had received some bad 
scalp wounds which had to be stitch¬ 
ed, and there were various bruises 
about the body, but no bones were 
broken, nor were tlfcre any internal 
injuries.

fused ballots. 


The petitioner was the Laurier 
candidate for the Bow River district, 
and the respondent was the Unionist 
candidate.

HELPING THE PRIS 
ONERS OF WAR

The Calgary Red Cross Society has 
recently Circularized the local branch 
here in rdgard to adopting prisoners 
of war. preferably men from this dis¬ 
trict. The maintenance required to 
keep one of our men who is held a 
prisoner by the enemy is $7.60 a 
nonth, and the letter suggests that 
he local society provide enough 
money to keep at least one captive 
soldier in such small comforts as can 
re sent. •* 

The idea is an excellent one, but we 
think that the request, while being 
made to the Red Cross Society, 
should be handed on to other people 
to perform. Not because the Red 
Cross could not do it, and do it well, 
rut that society, none too many in 
lumber of willing workers, is already 
working full steam at its own par- 
.icular work. It would be a good idea 
if the money for prisoners-of-war 
comforts could be raised and looked 
if ter by some of the younger people 
who are not members of the ■ Red 
Cross. We feel sure that there are 
\ large number of young ladies in 
town who have not as yet dona much 
•f any war work who would hf glad 
rf this means of contributing time to 
a cause fully worthy of every consid¬ 
eration. The idea might, in fact, be 
enlarged by making this and similar 
work a Red Cross department for the 
younger people. There is much work 
that the younger element might see 
to, and the activities of the local 
□ranch could become multiplied to 
good effect. Up to the present prac¬ 
tically all the work devolves on the 
shoulders of the few, and although 
they would assume responsibility of 
the prisoners-of-war request rather 
than, that it should pass unheeded, 
chey would doubtless welcome the co¬ 
operation bf those who have more 
time.

Motor Tractor* Under $1,400 Will Be 
Put on Free List for time. 


The order-in-council placing cattle 
and farm tractors on the free list 
were sancioned at Ottawa on Saturi- 
day. In both" cases customs' duties 
are remitted for one year, dating 
from February 7, 1918. Action was 
taken under the War Measure Act. 

The order*in-council reads: “Dur¬ 
ing the period of one year from Feb¬ 
ruary 7, 1918, remission and refund 


For a specified period of time the 
duty is to be removed by the govern¬ 
ment from motor tractors under $1,- 
400 in value, says the Ottawa corre¬ 
spondent of the Free Press in a dis¬ 
patch. This decision was reached af¬ 
ter lengthy consideration by the cabi¬ 
net council, and an announcement is 
expected at an early date as to de¬ 
tails of this added important tariff 
change. 

This action will be taken under the 
war measure act, bpt it cannot yet be 
ascertained whether the duty is to be 
remitted or suspended for the time 
specified. The need for increased 
production is the justification for the 
decision arived at. 

The duty on tractors is 17 Vi per 
cent, plus 7Vi per cent war'tax. Just 
when the change becomes operative 
and for how long is not yet ascer¬ 
tainable, adds the correspondent.

Not only are the symp¬ 
toms, fully set forth., but the treat¬ 
ment that should be followed is given 
and the steps that should be taken 
for the eradication of the fern from 
the horse’s feed, whether gathered in 
the field or supplied from the hayloft. 
The title of the bulletin is “The Poi¬ 
soning of Horses by the Common 
Bracken.”

CALGARY MARKET REPORT 
U. G. G. Livestock Bulletin. 

Last week’s Alberta stockyards re>. 
ceiptswere: Horses, 620; cattle,1,288; 
hogs, 4,676; sheep, 666 . This week’s 
receipts were: Horses, 629; cattle, 1,- 
812; hogs, 3474; sheep;' 68 . Corre¬ 
sponding week a year ago: Horses, 
291; cattle, 823; hogs, 3,555; sheep, 
343. 

Cattle. 

The cattle market held pretty steady 
this week with t^p steers'selling 15 
to 25 cents lower, but fat cows and 
heifers were fully 25 cents higher. 
We sold a load of fat steers for Mr. 
Coffin of Crossfield at $10.75, which 
was the top of the market. Fairly 
good, heavy- killing steers were sold 
at $10.00 to $10.35 with some lighter 
steers , 950 to 1050 pounds, at $9.50 
to $1.00. Fat cows and heifers are 
in good demand and all the buyers 
are open to buy. Choice fat heifers 
and cows realized $9.25 to $9.75 with 
medium $8.50 to $9.25 and common 
killing cows $8.00 to $8.50. Cutters 
and canners $4.50 to $6.50. Bull 
sales were slightly lower and it took 
extra choice ones to bring 8 cents, 
the bulk selling $7.00 to $7.50. No 
oxen were offered but they would 
probably sell at $9.00 for tops. There 
was a brisk demand for stacker 
steers and we sold a number of 900- 
pound sters at $9.00 while good year¬ 
lings would bring around $ 9 . 75 . 
Calves are selling readily from $38.00 
to $42.00 with a few extra choice 
ones selling somewhat higher. Stock 
cows were pretty well all picked up

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
commenncement of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject or a subject-of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Ljmd in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. -- 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. ,_ 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm labourer in 
Canada duriag 1918 as residence dut¬ 
ies under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are adverti¬ 
sed or posted for Mitry, returned sold- 
ierswho have se^^d overseas and 
have been honorable discharged, re¬ 
ceive one day priority in applying for 
entry at local Agents Office (but not 
Sub-Agency.) Discharge papers must 
be presented to Agent.
